Detailed Action 

This is the second Office Action corresponding to election of species filed Nov 11, 
2005. The application contains 52 claims. 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election with traverse of species of Fig 7, claims 1-31 and 40-52 in the 
reply filed on Nov 11, 2005 is acknowledged. Since claim 1 is generic and considered to 
be allowed, all claims are entitled to examination. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because 
they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 5a (see 
page 16, second paragraph, line 1. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
Claims 41-43, and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The subject matter recited in claims 41 and 52 do not appear to be found in 
the disclosure. 

Claims 30-39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 30 lacks antecedent for "the upper and lower portions of the receptacle". 

Claim 31 depends on itself. 

Claim 32 lacks antecedent for "the receptacle". 

Claims 34 and 35 present a little square at the end; did Applicant mean to indicate 
degrees? 

Claim 35 lacks antecedent for "the receptacle". 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-29, 40, and 44-51 are allowed. 

Claims 30-39, 41-43 and 52 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, set forth in this Office action.
